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1. The airfield south of Lb.tno (25°945'E/50925'N), Ukrainian SSR, east 
of the road to Lvov, (24°0'E/49950'N), was about 3 km square, No run- 
ways or buildings were seen, 


2, More than 100 single-engine fighters and ground attack aireraft were 
parked around the landing field, There was heavy flying, 
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This is the first information cn the Dubno cirfield, The reported 
size seems to be overrated, dn expansion of the field (1,2 x 1.5 km) 
is considered impossible as the field is surrounded by swamps and 
inclines to the north by at Least 10 to 15 meters, An oceuration 

by 40 to 56 aireraft (one to tro ground attac’ ceriments) is believed
